Dining  facilities  at  Northwest- 
ern are  being  operated  on  a  con- 
tinuous feeding  basis  this  fall,  ac- 
cording to  an  announcement  by 
Ted  W.  Wright,  business  mana- 
ger. 

Northwestern  became  the  only 
college  in  Louisiana  which  offers 
students  the  day-long  dining 
schedule. 

Dale  Stone  of  Saga  Food  Ser- 
vices, which  operates  the  North- 
western dining  facilities,  said  the 
cafeterias  open  at  7  a.m.  and  re- 
main open  until  6  p.m.  daily, 
allowing  students  to  have  three 
meals  a  day  at  any  time  they 
choose. 

Stone  said  a  complete  break- 
fast is  served  from  7  a.m.  until 
8  a.m.  and  a  Continental  break- 
fast is  offered  from  8  a.m.  until 
9:45.  Lunch  is  served  from  10 
a.m.  until  2  p.m.,  and  dinner  is 
offered  from  2:15  until  6  p.m. 

The  new  continuous  feeding 
schedule  is  in  effect  in  both 
Iberville  Dining  Hall  and  St.

Demon  Marching  Band  to  Premier 
New  Song  at  State  Fair  Classic 


Northwestern's  Demon  March- 
ing Band  will  become  the  first 
college  or  university  band  in  the 
nation  to  play  the  song  "Foot- 
ball," written  by  Bernie  Wayne, 
nationally-known  composer,  the- 
atrical producer  and  director. 

Wayne,  who  wrote  both  the 
music  and  lyrics  to  the  song  just 
two  weeks  ago,  will  direct  the 
Northwestern  band  when  the 
tune  is  premiered  during  half- 
time  at  the  Northwestern-Louisi- 
ana Tech  football  game  at  State 
Fair  Stadium  in  Shreveport  Oct. 
18. 

J.  Robei't  Smith,  Northwest- 
ern director  of  bands,  said  re- 
hearsals on  the  song  have  al- 
ready begun.  Wayne  will  fly  into 
Natchitoches  Oct.  17  to  work 
with  the  160-member  Demon 
Marching  Band  before  the  State 
Fair  performance. 

Wayne  has  written  a  long  list 
of  hit  tunes,  including  "Blue  Vel- 
vet," "Laughing  on  the  Outside, 
Crying  on  the  Inside,"  and  in- 
strumentals  "Venessa"  and  "Port 
Au  Prince." 

Probably  his  most  famous  com- 
position is  "There  She  Is,  Miss 
America."  Wayne  wrote  the  song 
in  1955,  the  first  year  the  Miss 
America  Pageant  was  televised, 
and  the  tune  has  become  a  ma- 
jor part  of  Miss  America  pag- 
eants. 

This  year  marks  the  100th  an- 
niversary of  college  football  in 
the  United  States,  and  Wayne 
said    the    centennial    celebration

inspired  him  to  write  the  song 
"Football."  He  added,  however, 
that  the  song  "is  for  all  football, 
from  sandlot  to  professional." 

Arrangements  have  been  made 
for  Mayor  Clyde  Fant  of  Shreve- 
port to  declare  Oct.  18  "Bernie 
Wayne  Day"  in  the  city.  Wayne 
will  participate  in  activities  lead- 
ing up  to  the  State  Fair  classic 
in  both  Natchitoches  and  Shreve- 
port. 

Wayne  said  several  colleges 
and  universities,  including  Notre 
Dame,  Purdue  and  Iowa  State, 
will  be  playing  the  song  later  in 
the  season,  but  Northwestern 
will  be  allowed  to  preview  the 
song  at  the  State  Fair.  Several 
professional  bands  and  high 
school  bands  across  the  nation 
will  also  present  the  tune  later 
in  the  year. 


Parking  Lot  is 
Hard-Surfaced 

Work  has  been  completed  at 
Northwestern  on  the  hard-sur- 
facing of  a  large  parking  area 
near  the  college's  new  dormitory 
and  dining  complex. 

Ted  W.  Wright,  Northwestern 
business  manager,  said  the  huge 
parking  lot  in  front  of  Rapides 
Hall  was  blacktopped  during  the 
summer  and  completed  in  time 
for  the  beginning  of  the  fall  se- 
mester. 

Located  on  the  western  edge 
cf  the  Northwestern  campus,  the 
lot  serves  residents  of  Rapides 
Hall,  a  men's  dormitory,  and  a 
number  of  commuters.  Persons 
attending  special  events  in  Iber- 
ville Dining  Hall  also  utilize  the 
parking  area. 

Since  1966,  when  the  men's 
dormitory,  dining  hall  and  Sa- 
bine Hall,  a  women's  dormitory, 
were  completed,  the  area  has 
served  as  a  dirt  parking  lot.  Stu^ 
dents  have  more  than  once 
waded  through  a  quagmire  of 
mud   to   reach  their  destinations. 

The  new  blacktop  lot  covers 
an  area  of  some  300  feet  by  450 
feet.  Campus  security  chief 
James  Lee  said  more  than  300 
vehicles  will  utilize  the  parking 
facilities. 

Lee  said  the  new  lot  gives 
Northwestern  23  improved  park- 
ing areas,  with  space  for  some 
3,200  vehicles.  The  campus  se- 
curity office  expects  a  registra- 
tion of  more  than  2,700  automo- 
biles during  the  fall  semester.

Every  year  in  the  middle  of 
October,  two  college  football 
teams  collide  in  the  Louisiana 
State  Fair  Stadium  in  Shreve- 
port.

Harriers  Are 
Running  for  NSC 

The  Northwestern  State  Col- 
lege cross-country  team  opened 
up  their  1969  season  in  late  Sep- 
tember by  hosting  a  triangular 
meet  involving  two  other  Gulf 
State   Conference  teams. 

The  Demon  runners  finished 
third  in  that  field  of  three.  The 
victor  in  the  first  match  of  the 
season  was  Southeastern  Louisi- 
ana College.  The  Lions  from  SLC 
swept  second,  third,  and  fourth 
places  to  rack  up  the  big  points 
in  that  initial  race. 

Louisiana  Tech  finished  in 
second  place  among  the  three 
teams.

Northwestern's  Demons,  under 
the  guidance  of  head  track  coach 
John  Thompson,  finished  in  third 
place.  The  highest  finisher  for 
NSC  was  Steve  Murphy  who 
picked  up  fifth  place  among  a 
field  of   15   entrants. 

The  rest  of  the  cross-country 
schedule  will  involve  several 
dual  meets  with  various  Gulf 
States  Conference  schools.  Also 
included  on  the  slate  are  the 
New  Orleans  Track  Club  Invita- 
tional and  the  Southwestern  In- 
vitational in  Lafayette.  All  the 
work  is  in  preparation  for  the 
big  G.S.C.  Meet  to  be  held  in 
Ruston  on  Nov.  8.
